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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant mainly argues that "Rather, 
conductive layer 216 remains a single layer, albeit one having an opening therethrough, and accordingly, while this conductive layer can 
arguably be said to correspond to a single electrode." First, note that the conductive layers 216 are connected to the vias with a different 
configuration. In detail, the conductive layer on the left are connected to the vias 126 while the one on the right to the vias 232. And the 
vias 126 are to form a waveguide extension to ground (col. 5, lines 15-23), while the vias 232 are for signal routing to the circuit 208. 
Therefore, the conductive layers on the right and the left work as two different conductive path, since the conductive layer on the left is a 
conductive path to ground while the one on the right is used for signal routing. Furthermore, Huang discloses that "any conductive layer 
may be selectively patterned to prove DC bias and signal routing" (col. 4, lines 47-49), implying that the conductive layer can work as 
conductive paths (electrodes) for several signals.
